Dear Interested Parties: 


This report presents the Draft Baseline Projections at the city level. The 

city projections are based on the regional total shown in the Draft Baseline 
Projection report--regional population projection of 18.3 million and a regional 
employment projection of 9.0 million by the year 2010--with adjustments made to 
reflect comments SCAG has received from local jurisdictions. 


The city population, housing and employment projections presented in this report 
are disaggregated from numbers in the two previous Draft Baseline Projection 
reports: Background Information for the Development of the SCAG-87 Growth 
Forecast Policy (August, 1986) and the Subregional Breakdown (December, 1986). 


The draft projections are not SCAG’s offically adopted forecasts regarding 
growth. They are a calculation of future growth within the region if the 
demographic and economic trends witnessed over the past decade and a half 
continue into the future. The Draft Baseline Projections are the first step in 
the development of SCAG-87 which is scheduled for adoption in the Winter of 
1987-1988. Over the upcoming months, SCAG will: 


o investigate whether there are any data which would indicate that future 
trends are likely to differ from past trends, and if so how; 


Oo continue to evaluate the impacts of the growth shown in the Draft 
Baseline Projection; and 


o develop policies for intervening with trends, where needed to achieve 
regional goals, and for mitigating the potential negative impacts 
associated with the projected growth. 


We will continue to work closely with public officials, planning professionals 
and interested citizens in the development of SCAG-87.

INTRODUCTION 


AS part of the development of SCAG-87, the Southern California 
Association of Governments (SCAG) has gathered data on past 
demographic, economic, and housing-market trends, and projected 
these trends forward to the year 2010. This effort is known as the 
Draft Baseline Projection. The regional anda subregional Draft 
Baseline Projections have already been published in separate 


reports (August and December 1986). This report presents a 
disaggregation of these regional and subregional projections (with 
a few adjustments -- see below) to the city limit scale (as they 


existed in 1984). 


The Draft Baseline Projection is not an adopted SCAG forecast. 
Instead, it is a projection of the level of population, housing 
and employment growth that each city can expect ifihistomic (1970 
- 84) demographic, economic, and housing-market trends should 
continue unchanged through the year).2010% 


The draft city projections presented in this report were developed 
to assist local jurisdictions understand the potential impact upon 
their community of the growth that is occurring within this 
region. Working from these city projections, SCAG will work with 
local governments to study how growth might affect their areas, 
and to discuss the policies and initiatives that local governments 
might take to address the challenges and opportunities presented 
by, .chi's agrowth . 


These city projections should be reviewed by local governments and 
groups interested in local development issues. During the next few 
months, SCAG will be working with local governments, the private 
sector and other interested groups to refine the projections and 
to develop policies and strategies to influence growth in various 
parts of Southern California. These policies and strategies will 
be a major component in developing the Draft SCAG-87 Growth 
Forecast Policy, scheduled for July 1, 1987. 


POPULATION AND HOUSING 
The attached population and housing draft projections area 
combination of two things: 

o a disaggregation of the Draft Baseline Regional and Subregion- 


al Projections already presented in previous SCAG reports. 
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This disaggregation was conducted using the same methodology 
described in the Draft Baseline Projection Subregional Break- 
down report (Dec., 1986); along with 


o adjustments to these numbers to reflect comments that SCAG has 
received over the past two months from local jurisdictions 
(SCAG held a series of meetings throughout the region with the 
planning directors of the various cities. Additional 
information was obtained from a _ survey that each city was 
asked to complete). Some of these adjustments were quite 
Significant, specifically: 


-- in response to comments from jurisdictions in Los Angeles 
County, the initial assumption regarding the regions's 
and the county's future household size was adjusted 
upward. Relative to Wthe? forroinal “projection, “this 
resulted in an overall drop (2%) in the projected number 
of future housing units region-wide, and in an increase 
(3%) in the population projection for the Highly 
Urbanized portion of the region (and corresponding 
decreases in the projection for the outlying subregions). 


-- a number of jurisdictions provided new data on the number 
of vacant, developable acres within their jurisdiction, 
the zoning on this land, and the adopted redevelopment 
plans of that city. This resulted in adjustments both 
upward and downward. The most significant downward 
adjustments were in the cities of: Rancho Palos Verdes, 
Claremont, and Yorba Linda (all three jurisdictions have 
already down-zoned large amounts of vacant land to very 
low densities). The most significant upward adjustments 
were to the cities of Glendale and Long Beach, where 
local redevelopment and recycling actions are currently 
underway. 


The population, housing and employment projections in this report 
are for the area within the 1984 boundaries of each city. Any 
annexations between 1984 and 2010 are not reflected in the CLGy 
totals. Growth in potentially annexed areas is contained in the 
projections for the unincorporated portions of the county. 


EMPLOYMENT 

The city-level employment projections incorporate two major 
Sub-components. The first component involves each jurisdiction's 
share of the regional and county growth projected in the Draft 
Baseline Projection (August and October 1986). The city 


projections are a mechanical disaggregation of the growth 
projected by Regional Statistical Area (RSA) for the years 
1984-2010. The second major consideration is to take into account 
any known local developments that would considerably impact either 
the jurisdiction's current employment as a proportion of the RSA 
total employment or the shares of RSA growth being distributed 
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between the jurisdiction and the unincorporated areas of the 


county. This local knowledge has been developed by review of 
corridor and area transportation studies, review of major local 
development proposals, environmental impact reports, growth 


reflected in SCAG's 1983 city employment forecast reviewed by city 
planning directors and city managers, and other forms of local 
input. 


After preparing a preliminary set of city employment projections, 
copies of each city's projections were sent to the planning 
directors along with a short questionnaire asking them to review 
the projections for their reasonableness. The questionnaire also 
asked for information on industrial and commercial land in the 
cities and about any plans for future commercial or industrial 


development. In addition, a series of meetings were held for the 
cities in various parts of the region to come and discuss the 
projections. This information was then used to refine the city 


level employment projections. 


In summary, the city employment projection reflects historical 
trends within a county and then distributes the projected growth 
below the county level in accordance with known development 
proposals and recent trends in city level growth. 


General Employment Assumptions and Methods: The base year city 
employment estimates for 1984 are based on the SCAG-82 Modified 
city employment distribution which represents the first accurate 
file’ of census tract level employment (at the workplace) for the 
entire SCAG region. The source was the 1980 Census Urban 
Transportation Planning Package (UTPP). The 1980 distribution was 
then updated by trending the city and RSA estimates to 1984 based 
upon changes in county level employment. This method held the 
small area (census tract) distributions essentially the same to 
their 1980 distributions within the cities. The final product was 
a first quarter 1984 adjusted employment aggregation to derive 
jurisdiction totals with a high degree of empirical accuracy. 


The basis of the growth projection in the tables that follow 
starts from the 1984 employment by jurisdiction. A jurisdiction's 
growth is then derived from two sources. First, a mechanical 
disaggregation of the county-level employment growth projected in 
SCAG's Economic Projection Model is performed to get initial 
census tract distributions. This initial disaggregation is based 
upon SCAG'sS previous work as part of the SCAG-82 Modified 
forecast. The second part of the effort involves modifications of 
the jurisdictional shares of employment growth based on 
quantitative local information on development proposals and 
anticipated development. 


It should be noted that there is little employment data available 
at the levels below the county. This means that it is extremely 
difficult to obtain historical trend data on employment trends for 
each of the cities within the region. Therefore, SCAG has 


attempted to use the best data available for existing employment 
and combine that information with data about potential growth to 
generate trends for the cities.
